The new Calcutta Municipal Act has created a panic amongst the 
Calcutta people. Municipal rates have been hitherto assessed upon the 
estimated rents of houses. This will also be done under the new Act. 
Bat this procedure cannot be applied to small houses without causing hard- 
‘ship. Unlike Englishmen, the poor and middle class people of this country 
do not look upon the construction of a house in the light of an investment, 
and the rents fetched by their houses do not as a rule cover the interest on 
the money spent in their construction. This being the case, municip 
rates should be assessed on such rents as these houses, if let out, may be 
actually expected to fetch, and not on rent calculated according to inveat- 
ment rules. As regards the cost of construction of such houses, it is a 
well-knowa fact that their owners’ own labour, which is an integral part 
thereof, is incapable of exact measurement and precise valuation. To assess 
the value of such houses at the rates prevailing in the Public Works 
Department will therefore be exceedingly unjust and unfair.

40. The Dainib and Samdchdr Chandrikd, of the 30th December, 
The execution of Suddhabodh Bhat- has the following on the subject of the execu- 
tacharyys. tion of Suddabodh Bhattacharyya :— 


By order of Mr. Justice Norris, and with the assent of Sir Steuart 
Bayley, Suddhabodh had to offer up his life yesterday at the hand of the 
ublicexecutioner. This is the first human sacrifice under Sir Steuart Bayley. 
Suddhabodh may find expiation, for he murdered his wife in a stute of mental 
aberration. But there is no expiation for the Judge, the Jury, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor, [for] they are not in a state of mental aberration. 
And if sin is committed in consequence of any defect in the law, punishment 
must still be suffered in the world to come. For man makes the law, 
whilst God determines pdpa and punya. And where there is power to 
pardon, the sin of refusing pardon becomes gravest in character. Neither 
society nor the State would have been endangered if Suddhabodh 
had been transported; and Sir Steuart Bayley has committed a sin by 
causing him to be murdered by the executioner. We do not wish to say 
anything to the English Judge or to the English jurors; but we feel some 
anxiety when we think what the future of the Hindu jurors may be. The 
Hindu jurors have acted wrongly in not recommending the punishment of 
transportation for Suddhabodh.” 1
